Some sixty years ago a phihmthro 

.n, Mr. T. 11. Oalliuidet, gained j hav« been approprii 
the ear of congress in the interest of I for, they must Wait 
an unfortunate class ot his fellow mot 
tals, the deaf and dumb children in 
the nation. A township in Georgia was 
devoted by the general government to 
i he endowment of an institution for 
the proper education mill training of 
those children whom nature has failed 
tO endow with the allotted number of 
sense and faculties. The land was 
sold and the funds applied I o carrying 
into effect the benevolent purposes 
awakened in the government by Mr. 
(iatlaudot. Several institutions were 
established for this purpose in differ- 
ent parts of the country. Among 
them the Asylum for the Deaf and 
Dumb was chartered by the State of 
Connecticut, and established at. Hart 
ford. The purpose of this institution 
was to undertake the education of the 
deaf and dumb children, particularly 
of the New England states, such of 
these children as their parents and 
guardians might entrust to the care 
of the institution. For this purpose 
a merely nominal eum was charged 
lor each pupil received by the asylum, 
to cover that portion of the expense 
of education not met by the income 
from the endowment fund. Very 
briefly this is the history of the in- 
stitution. Its direct interest with the 
people of Vermont arises from the fact 
that a small number of pupils is sent 
to this asylum from this state, for the 

maintenance of whom an appropria- 
tion is annually made by the legisla- 
ture. 

Vermont has at present sixteen pu 
pils in this asylum. The annual ex- 
pense of supporting and educating 
each one is about. $800, of which sum 
the State pays $175, the balance be- 
ing suppl.cd from the endowment 
fund. W'e apprehend that there is 
some Misconception among the peo- 
ple of the State, and very possibly 
among the members of the legislature, 
as-to the purpose of this institution 
and the principles upon which Stale 
aid is extended to it. The wide dil 
ference between a youth • in the full 
possession of all his senses and fac- 
ulties and one of these beings to 
whom nature has denied the sense 
of hearing and the pow er ol speech, 
suggests as wide a difference in the 
in the plan or system upon which 
their education must proceed. The 
ordinary methods and appliances are 
as Inapplicable or useless as sunlight 
to the sightless eyeballs of (he blind. 
Providentially, their number is small, 

and it is therefore inpraotioable for the 

Slate to provide for special means 
required for their instruction. The 
State provides free schools for all 
its school children, but the ordinary 
public schools are not. adapted to the 
peeular physical defect of certain 
classes of their school children 
some are blind, some arc deaf and 
dumb. Cur government is for all 
the people, and one of its noblest 
characteristics is its special care for 
the Unfortunate members of society. 
It cannot even with justice provide 
liberally for the education of those 
whom nature has endowed with every 
sense and faculty, and refuse to make 
suitable provisions tor I hose whose 
sight or hearing, or power ol sprech 

le destroyed. In contributing to the 

education of these children the Slate 
is merely giving them the eipiivalent 
of what it liberally provides for their 
more fortunate brothers and sisters 
not bestowing a charity. It is a 
right that belongs to them, and which 
so far as we are aware bits been freely 
conceded them by our legislature for 
more than hall a century, and which 
will be one of the last rights that 
should suffer an abridgment. A 
generous and enlightened humanity 
should rather seel, to convert this 
mere right into a bounty. The praeti 
Oal results of the instruction given 
at this asylum justify a wise liberality, 
on other than equilablo of human 
considerations. A good common 
school education is given its inmates. 
They are employed at mechanical 
labor ;» portion of the day. They are 
taught shoe making, cabinet making 
and tailoring, and qualified for useful 

and self-sustaining avocatdona. They 

make good workmen at. the above 
trades, and good book keepers. One 
of the graduates of the Institution has 
long held a position in one of the 
departments at Washington, at a 
high salary. In factories, or in an\ 
place where .piiekuess of eyesight 
and, apprehension or manipulation is 
required, they arc invaluable employes, 
as their attention is noi distracted by 
conversation.

DEAF-MUTE COLLEGE FOR 
FEMALES. 

Kihtok Journal,: — It is with much 
pleasure that I notice the courteous 
and favorable remarks of your oor 



ed that they are aot s whit iniurur 
m intellectual faculties to the men. 

Prom a cursory view of the extra- 
ordinary progress made not only in 
id. but in tliis country, the 




eg 

for young ladies. Having lost my 
papers, and owing to the late hour of 
my bringing up the question, I did 
not make my position fully under 
stood, neither give the issues of my 
paper ; but will do so now, though in 
a condensed form. 

I first made the suggestion with 
the understanding that if it met the 
approval of the Convention I would 
make a resolution of it. The Conven- 
tion, instead ot making any practical 
action on tin- suggestion, merely ap- 
i the idea of such an Institu- 
tion. The resolution thereupon of- 
fered was to this ■ That the 
President be empowered to select a 
a committee to draw up a petition, 
and to havt lid petition . 
lively circulated among and signed 
by the deaf-mutes of the P. S.. and 
others interested in the matter, and 
to be presented to Oongross by some 
influential member. 

In my opinion one can get ten or 
twenty thousand signatures, and 
with such an appeal to Congress 
would not fail to heed it. Out of the 
Forty thousand mutes in the United 
States, at least five hundred would 
have interested themselves in the 
i. and each of these " live 
hundred" could easily have induced 
twenty five or more friends to sign 
the petition, whether they were ma 
tonally interested in it or not. 1 have 
consulted two members of Congress 

on the subject, both of whom seemed 
to think that it was more possible 
than many of the political bills that 
have been jobbed through Congress. 
I am personally acquainted with Sen 
atora Bayard, Logan and Sawyer, and 
I members of the lower house, 
all ot whom 1 know to be true friends 
ot the deaf, and if such a petition was 
presented through one of them he 
would doubtless use his influence in 
securing its passage. 

In the early stages of this College, 
many members of Congress thought 
it inexpedient to foster such an 
Institution, but these astute States 
men have been convinced that ileal 
mutes arc capable of pursuing a 
collegiate course and becoming use 
ful citizens; consequently there is 
very little opposition now made to 
the annual appropriation. The suc- 
cessful demonstration of the value of 
the College has no doubt paved 
the way for a similar institution for 
the other sex, and the general verdici 
among those who have given the 

r.'.'/'r I'.'.., ,;V;.;' a -;\rm extra effort the 

establishment of such an institution 
will be an established fact. Dr. 
GaUaudet, perhaps the most influen- 
tial supporter the mutes of this 
country have, has asstued me that 
he approves the idea of such an insti 
tution, and he would no doubt lend 
a helping hand if called upon in the 
right spirit. lie feels that the de- 
mand was not great, enough, or he 
would unquestionably have made a 
move in that direction. If the agitat- 
ors on this subject can only- secure 
his influence, together with that of 
the Principals of the State 'Institu 
tions and the deaf mute press, half the 
battle will be over ; and should they 
.succeed, a great victory will have 
been won and great good accomplish- 
ed. While "Uncle 8am" has most 
generously spent his money on the 
tree institutions already established, 
he fosters no school for his silent 
.laughters, and the great principle 
contended for, is that inasmuch ns 
hulias begun to cdncatc.it is both 
and unjust to discriminate 
against a class of p.. capable 

of reaping the benefits offered ny a 

Collegiate education, and to whom il is 

so essential as to deaf-mute females. 
Though an ardent advocate of 
women's rights (1 hesitate to the 
ballot ). 1 do not, believe it would lie 
wis,- to educate both sexes under the 
same roof as has been proposed by 
some of your correspondents, yet I 
would rather see this plan adopted 

than to discriminate against a class 
who are equally deserving of educa 

tional honors. 

In England, all the great colleges 
are opening their doors to females 
with some satisfactory results, and 



present generation to see the time 
when female colleges will rank among 
the noblest monuments of free and 
enlightened Ainu 

It is a deplorable fact that the 
young ladies who. instead of advane 
ing some plans for the establishment 
of a college are censuring the stud 
cuts of this college for a crime 
an awful crime— that they an 
guilty of. It was the prudent action 
ot the college authorities and not the 
students who asked for and obtained 
the appropriation for the gymnasium, 
winch so much noise has been 
made, and if any one needs censure it 
the students. If the deaf- 
mute ladies want a college, let them 
drop this gymnasium question, follow 
the advice of " Judge l)e Couiscv' 
and 1). W. George, and their efforts 
may ultimately be crowned with suc- 
ore them if they will only 
grapple with the subject and handle 
it prudently. v\ c will put our " should- 
ers to the wheel, and move the wagon 
from the mire," if possible.

To those upon whom the crnel 
blight of darkness has never fallen, it 
jh B subject of wonder how the deaf, 
and deaf and dumb can enjoy them- 
selves. Now, in this hilent world of 
ours, we have, perhaps, as much true 
enjoyment as our more fortunate 
brothers and sisters, though cut off 
from the musical world, so to speak, 
and left almost totally debarred from 
all sound. Yet, when I contrast our 
lot with that of the blind, or even the 
lame, I feel that ours is a more 
MM than thcirH, and I some- 
times think it even Dicer to be exclud- 
ed from all sound, when it spares us 
M amen that it is unpleasant and 
painful to hear, than to be in the full 
possession of all our faculties, and be 
compelled to listen to sounds and 
I which shock the nerves. We 
are not wholly without music; no! 
not although totally deaf to all out 
ward sound, though notes of the 
piano to us are dumb, though the 
SOaMJ of birds so sweet to others, are 
Hi ns.,a* void of note or sound as the 

■ an, iliuugn ti , r ., 
leaves, the murmuring of brooks, 
the buzzing of bees, the low- 
ing of cattle are as unknown to us, 
except in fancy, aa the songs of Angels. 
Music as sweet as the song of 
fairies on a moonlight night come 
floating to my senses, and in i mag in a 
tion I hear the voices of rny friends now 
far away, and perhaps on earth 
no more. I have my eyes left 
me, thanks to kind fate. I am not 
crippled, so, though my ears refuse 

re me, my eyes shall do double 
e, and in the Isngnage of the 
mute, ■' I hear with my eyes, I speak 
with my hand." Perhaps you, gentle 
readers, arc not as 1 am, lost to sound. 
and wonder how one feels to be 
My experience leads me to say that 
at first it seems rather " q as sr " to 
bo sure, to hear nothing going on 
oround you, where all wa» bustle and 
burn before, and the silence is really 
painful when one gets u«ed to it, but 
after that it is token as a matter of 
course, and the silence becomes brok 
SB by the imaginary music, whicn 
comes stealing softly over the senses 
until it seems as if a myriad of BBgsi 
ic voices were united in one grand 
v of song. But this applies to 
semi mutes exclusively, and I, in turn, 
am left to wonder what it is to be 
both deaf and dumb. I do not think 
much of my fortune, nor war against,

proved, although I am of firm belief 
that my beloved friend, Clionian 
Society, will get along better here- 
after.

Its debaters do. I presume I can 
substantiate my statements that where 
more interest is needed, is in the de- 
bate.
